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26, (New) A device for amying a fluid for the presence or absence of different 
analytes comprising: 

(A) a base having adjacent slots therein of sujRIcient length for insertion of a test 
strip therein, wherein each slot is defined by (a) a floor, (b) raised walls depending 
upwardly from the floor to separate each adjacent slot from the next, and (C) at least 
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oneopeoend; 

(B) a mukipHcity of test strips having an upsti^am and a downsfream end. 
wherein a single test strip is insettnd into each slot of the base so the upstream end of 
each test strip protmdes out of the open end of each slot, and wherein each test strip 
has a test a«ne and a control zone therein, and each test zone contains a binder 
specific fro a different analyte; 

(Q a cover attached to the upwardmost surfece of each raised wall of the slots of 
the base and extending to d,e open end of said base, whenrfn the cover .etains the test 
smps wrthm the slots and has a fi«t inmspaient window formed therein through 
wtach the test zone and the cootml zone of each of the test strips can be viewed and 
(D) a removabte cap enclosmg the protnrfing ends of the test strips, the cap also 
containing a sample port formed through which fluid analyte sample may be applied 
to the protruding ends of the test strips when hi place over the strips. 

27. (New) n,e device of claim 26 wherein the cap on the side opposing the 
«mple pott, contahu, a base havmg a raised bar therein which defines a fiuid reservoir 
beneath the sample port. 

28. (New) The device accoriing fo Qaim 26 flother comprising a second 
tn.nspa«nt window formed wfthin the cover tht^ugh which the test strips can be 
viewed. ^ 

29^ (New) The device according to Claim 26 farther comprising a multiplicity of 
^ smps inserted into each slot of the base, wherein each test strip has a test zone 
therem and each test zone contains a binder specific for a different analyte. 

30^(New) -n.e device according to Claim 29 wherein e«:h binder is specific for a 
different drug of abuse.

33. (New) The device accordmg to claim 32, wherein the label on the test strip is 
visible tluottgli the second transparent window of the cover. 

34. (New). The device accordmg to Claim 29 wherein the drug of abuse is f«>m 
the group consisting of mediaoiphetamine, opiates/morphine, 
marihiiana/tetFahydrocannabinoU amphetamine, cocaine/benzoylecgonine, 
medwdone, PCP, bavbituate, trichloroacetic acid and benzodaizepine. 
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
